No one could understand Lee’s odd 
behavior, for no one then knew he 
was false. In rage at the rebuke, he 
wrote two Insulting letters to Wash­ 
ington, who promptly ordered him ar­ 
rested. 
A court-martial 
suspended 
him from active service for a year. 
In rage. he retired to a mountain hut 
where, for months, he lived like a her­ 
mit. 
As his year of suspension drew to 
an end, Lee wrote an abusive letter to 
congress, and was at once dismissed 
from the army. He went to live on an 
estate he had bought in the Shenan­ 
doah Valley. In 1782 he visited Phila- 
delphi*, where he fell ill and died.
